Water  Supply 

The  general  arrangement  for  the  supply  of  water  remains 
as  previously  described. 

No  restrictions  were  placed  on  domestic  or  trade  users 
during  1943. 

With  the  exception  of  a  relatively  small  supply  from 
the  Water  Tower,  all  mains  water  is  chlorinated  (treated 
by  Ammonia  and  Chlorine) . 

Wat6r  samples  are  sytematically  taken  and  submitted 
for  comical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

Routine  sampling  is  carried  out  under  arrangements  made 
by  the  Water  Committee,  These  samples  (£80  in  1943)  are 
examined  by  Messrs/  Lea  &  Mallinder,  of  Halifax.  240  of 
these  samples  were  examined  bacteriologically  and^j&O  chemically. 
Of  the  240  bacteriological  samples,  all  showed  no  B.  Coli, 

The  40  samples  of  water  examined  chemically  were  all  reported 
upon  as  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  43  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  Sanitary 
Inspectors  of  the  Department  for  examination  at  the  West 
Riding  County  Laboratory.  All  were  satisfactory. 

There  were  no  mains  extensions  carried  out  during  1943.

In  1942  a  total  of  702  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  were  recorded.  In  1943  the  total  was  557. 

The  decrease  in  notifications  .is  largely  accounted 
for  by  a  decrease  in  the  s&txfisatisHS  number  of  cases  of 
measles,  224  as  compared  with  458  in  1942. 

On  the  other  hand  104  cases  of  V/hooping  Cough  were 
notified  as  compared  with  70  in  1942,  and  155  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  as  compared  with  59  in  1942. 

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis and  no  appreciable  increase  in  Non-pulmonary 
Tuberculosis .
